But is investigation of Mountie’s death fair to other victims?

he involvement of a special 
Testes homicide unit from 

B.C. in the case of a slain 
southern Alberta Mountie has 
raised the question of favoritism 
among victims’ rights groups and 
the parents of a teen who was 
slain 16 years ago. 

Anne Marie Pruyser, whose 
daughter Carolyn disappeared 16 
years ago, tried togget the B.C. 
investigators to revisit her daugh- 
ter’s case but was turfied down by 
Peace River RCMP. ~ 

“We were told they were only 
available for B.C. cases,” Pruyser 
said, when informed of the unit’s 
work in Alberta. Homicide investi- 
gators with the unit are taking a 
fresh look at the two-year-old slay- 
ing of Pincher Creek RCMP Sgt. 
Peter Sopow and his girlfriend, 
Lorraine McNab. 

Gary Rosenfeldt, founder of the 
national victims’ rights group 
Victims of Violence, is concerned 
the investigation may be underway 
because it involves a murdered 
Mountie. The fact that one of the 
B.C. unit’s investigators was relat- 
ed to Sopow by marriage doesn’t 
look good, either. 

“That doesn’t seem to make 
sense,” he said. “You'd have to 
wonder about that. I'd find it very 

“Aipsetting if that is the reason.” 

But Sgt. Perry Kuzma, head of 
the RCMP’s Major Crimes South 
uelk said favoritism: isn’t a factor. 

said investigators ‘often ask 
Ether units to review files. 
Concerned that the RCMP’s Major 
Crimes North investigators had 
become too familiar with the case, 
Kuzma looked west for help. 

“I just thought, ‘the unsolved 
murder guys.’ That’s their area of 
expertise,” said Kuzma, who work- 
ed with Sopow in Red Deer several 


years ago. 

Staff Sgt. Doug Henderson, the 
RCMP officer who heads up B.C.’s 
unsolved homicide unit, said out- 
of-province requests place him in 





“an awkward spot” because the 
unit is supposed to examine 
unsolved murders in B.C. But 
there is a spirit of co-operation 
between divisions that needs to be 
maintained, he said, and while the 
B.C. government is paying for his

unit to review an Alberta case, the 
favor will one day be returned. 

“It is not as though we, as rou- 
tine, do these reviews for other 
provinces,” said Henderson, whose 
unit is made up of 20 investigators 
from RCMP and Vancouver police 

He said the fact that the Pincher 
Creek case involves a Mountie had 
nothing to do with his decision to 
review the case. 

“I don’t believe it would make 
any difference,” Henderson said. 
“It was an investigator for the 
Pincher Creek case that phoned 
and asked me.” 

Still, Henderson understands 
why someone would think he 
accepted the case because Sopow 
was an RCMP officer. 

“If I was those people it would 
come across my mind,” he said of 
the Pruysers. “They are still the 
parents and they want to do every- 
thing they can. I don’t blame any 
family — you do what you gotta 
do.” 

Henderson said he'd give seri- 
ous consideration to a request to 
review the Pruyser case but cau- 
tioned that he “can’t make it a 
habit of donating week after week

“If I got too many requests then 
the obvious thing I'd say is hey, 
(Alberta) should form its own 
unit.” 

That is, in fact, being consid- 
ered. Formed in 1997, Henderson’s 
unit is looking into some 225 
unsolved murders across B.C. and 
has brought about 25 cases to 
court. It operates on a budget of 
about $2 million per year, paid for 
by the provincial government. The 
unit’s success has led to talk of 
forming a similar group in Alberta. 

Edmonton police have two 
homicide detectives working full 
time on unsolved murders. And in 
January, homicide investigators 
from Edmonton, Calgary and the 
Alberta RCMP discussed establish- 
ing an unsolved murder unit here. 

During an interview last month a 
senior supervisor with the Alberta 
RCMP’s Major Crimes north unit 
told SEE there are 153 murders in 
the province that an unsolved mur- 
der unit could investigate. 

That means there could be as 
many murderers on the loose, said 
Rosenfeldt, whose own son was 
murdered by seria! killer Clifford 
Olson. 

Anne Marie Pruyser knows that 
the person responsible for her 
daughter's disappearance is still 
out there, on the loose. She’s angry 
that her family’s requests for help 
from the B.C, unit, madeahrough 
Peace River ROMP, were always 
tumed down. 

“We've brought it up several 
times and you always get a non- 
answer or a ‘no they don’t do that 
— they don’t come into our 
province,” she said. 

As far as the Pruysers are con- 
cerned, establishing an unsolved 
murder unit in Alberta is a must. 

“I always thought, ‘well why 
can’t you do that here?’ It’s long 
overdue. With 153 unsolved mur- 
ders — you don’t think that’s not 
overdue?”

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, ’ LRT expansion a must 


It’s the only way to avoid gridlock, pollution problems later

plan announced by a citizen’s group recently — 
Aiicrits to see the city’s LRT system expand 
beyond municipal borders and into the suburbs 
— shows more foresight than most civic politicians 
are willing to employ and ought to be embraced. 
Civic leaders in and around Edmonton have looked 
on the scheme as a pie-in-the-sky dream when it will 
become a necessity as Edmonton and its neighbors 
grow and transit demands increase. In fact, the LRT 
may be the only way we can get more people out of 
their cars and into the transit system. 

To convince people to change their mode of trans- 
portation we need to change their thinking. 
Edmonton Transit has failed miserably in any 
attempts to convince the public that riding a bus is 
convenient. For more than a decade, per-capita rid- 
ership, the measure of a transit system's effective- 
ness, has been slipping. Why? In no small part 
because service levels and operating hours have 
been cut and fares have risen. 

To its credit, though, ETS is trying. A little over a 
year ago ETS overhauled many of its bus routes and 
launched an exhaustive advertising campaign to put 
bums in seats. Taking the bus was suddenly sup- 
posed to be cool. Mayor Bill Smith even cast off the 
trappings of his high office — that shiny taxpayer- 
subsidized Jeep he drives around in — to rub elbows 
with the common folk. Later that day Bill was back 
in the comfy air-conditioned Jeep and, overall, the 
ETS plan didn’t work. 

And that elbow-rubbing with the little people is 
part of the problem. People who drive cars and 
trucks and Jeeps seem to think that people who ride 
buses are poor or unemployable, or both. It has 
taken time for this bizarre concept to develop. 
During the early 1980s Edmonton’s transit system 
was one of the best-used services on the continent. 
As mismanagement discouraged ridership, however, 


our popular impression of the service waned. 

Now, according to Ward 5 Coun. Bryan Anderson, 
people look on the LRT as more desirable and 
acceptable than those icky buses. He’s right. No 
number of express bus lanes will convince motorists 
to leave the car in the driveway. But given the option 
of hopping on the LRT and being given a guarantee 
they'll only need to transfer once to arrive at their 
destination, people just might return to public tran- 
sit. 

The city’s immediate plans for the LRT will see the 
system expand south to University Avenue, 
Southgate Mall and to a park-and-ride area at 
Heritage Mall. Express shuttles will carry the city’s 
most avid transit riders, who live in Mill Woods, from 
Mill Woods Town Centre on 23 Avenue to the 
Heritage park-and-ride. From there, the city is wide 
open via the LRT line. 

The next step must be expansions to the west, 
possibly along River Valley Road then up (dare we 
say it?) McKinnon ravine, then as far as West 
Edmonton Mall. A north branch off River Road and 
up Groat Road, eventually into St. Albert, is essen- 
tial. Eventually, the Clareview station could carry 
refinery workers to the industrial centres in and 
around Fort Saskatchewan, and the Heritage line 
could run as far south as the International Airport 
and Leduc, serving industrial areas and picking up 
commuters from south of the city. 

And yes, for the record, it does all sound kind of 
pie-in-the-sky. But as members of the newly-formed 
Capital Region LRT Group note in their proposal, it’s 
a matter of looking ahead. As Canada’s commit- 
ments to reduce greenhouse gas emissions begin to 
affect our day-to-day lives — and they will — we'll 
all need to rethink old ideas of public transit and 
development. By committing to LRT expansion now 
we can influence future development and offer a 
viable alternative to our car-bound society.

Editor, SEE: 

Talking about the fare structure 
as a means of improving Edmon- 
ton Transit service is talking 
about the wrong issue (How to 
fix Edmonton Transit, SEE, Dec. 
16, 1999). The primary issue for 
most people is the total time 
taken to get from Point A to Point 
B. Thus the average speed of your 
journey is the most important fea- 
ture. 

Because of the time taken start- 
ing and stopping, the average 
travel speed when on a bus is 
about half the average speed 


when in a car. The number of per- 
sons willing to use a travel mode 
is proportional to the average 
travel speed. In Edmonton, only 
about one-eighth of people use 
public transit. Difficulty in start- 
ing and parking a private vehicle 
are usually no more time-consum- 
ing than walking and waiting for a 
bus — to say nothing of the 
weather. 

To have more appeal and rider- 
ship the average travel speed on 
ETS must increase, through the 
use of dedicated transit lanes and 
high-performance vehicles. Only

bean). islands, that’s exactly what 
they wete listening to.,. If you 
look in their chests, you'll see 
Sam and Dave records, so it is 
part of what I've listened to. I 
would like to say that soul music 
encompasses all the things that 
people talk about; it’s funk, R&B, 
it’s jazz and it’s reggae. We all 
have lots of different influences.” 
Santiago adds, “We're able to 
bring a whole bunch of flavors to 
the pot, including hip hop. 'm a 
big hip-hop nut and I love free- 
styling. When we do the Curtis 
Mayfield song Tripping, for 
instance, we'll bring it down to a 





hip-hop beat and I'll freestyle over 
it. At the Colour Blind show, we'll 
be expanding to include a horn 
section and we’re working on a 
DJ to come in and do some 
scratching.” 

The scene for so-called urban 
music in Edmonton has for some 
time been dominated by canned 
music and cover bands, so 
Santiago and Alleyne are well 
aware of the work it takes to 
make .a mark in the local pop 
arena, Especially when you’re 
writing your own music, like the 
Hi-Phoniqs do. Traditionally, soul 
and R&B falls outside the under- 
ground support system, so a band 
that doesn’t automatically hew to 
the top 40 line is going to get the 
cold shoulder from the main- 
stream, while also being ignored 
by the alternative crowd. 

To their credit, the Hi-Phonigs 
have taken control of their future 
and have acquired a pretty good 
following by remaining true to 
their own musical instincts, while 
inviting everybody to the party. 


Santiago explains, “We try once 
a month to put on our own 
show... Every time we’ve stepped 
out, it’s been a surprise to people. 

hey never knew there was a 
band doing this in Edmonton. 
They always come away from it 
enjoying the music. And the audi- 
ences that have come out to our 
shows have been as diverse as the 4 
members of the band. You'll have 
the people that go to, say, Club 
Malibu, and some people from the 
punk-rock scene. These are peo- 
ple that just want to hear a good 
soul band.” 

In true DIY fashion and in 
absence of a framework in which 
to promote their music, Santiago 
has collaborated with the band’s 
sound man in setting up a man- 
agement company to push their 
own band. Called ONE- 
MOREMILE Productions, the 
company has started to put 
together shows for the band. 
Santiago is excited at the recogni- 
tion his efforts have begun to 
receive.

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There is life after Bourbon

t’s been four years since the 
[ecuron Tabernacle Choir shut 

their party down. The Bourbons 
were legendary among fellow 
musicians and fans for being able 
to create an R&B-infused dance 
party wherever they played, espe- 
cially at the infamous Bourbon 
house, their Toronto home. 

The soiree ended when two key 
players, Chris Brown and Kate 
Fenner, decided they'd had enough 
of dealing with a collective and 
during a BTC sojourn in New York 
City, saw a chance to begin anew 

“Chris and I just never went 
home,” explains Fenner. “I mean 
literally we didn’t go baek. I just 
phoned my sisters and had them 
move our apartment.” 

Relocating was necessary so 
they could rebuild “from square 
one” in a place where baggage 
from their past wouldn’t create 
many expectations 

“You could fuck up and no one 
would know who you are. You 
have everyone’s fresh reaction to 
you,” Fenner says, of playing for a 
new audience. “You can get a bet- 
ter perspective of where you're 
really at.” 

Going from a congregation of 
six and a revolving door of guests 
to a party of two has meant that 
although the Bourbon groove is 
still present, the words of Chris 
Brown have become more the 










focus. 

“The spirit’s different,” Fenner 
says. “Getting the meaning of the 
song across is more paramount 
because there’s fewer other dis- 
tractions. Chris and I often just 
tour as a duo and that ups the 
ante, because you really have to 
engage people on a lyrical level as 
opposed to getting them to shake

their booties.” 

That being said, there are times 
when Fenner misses singing with 
the Bourbons’ other voice, Dave 
Wall. There was a certain magic 
when they used to wail together, 
but Fenner has found having to 
carry the ball advantageous. 

“It’s nice to test myself. With the 
Bourbons it was you'd have to 
wait your turn and this is more of 
you work it out yourself. I think 
I've become a much better singer 
then I ever was.” 

Being the singer and Brown the 
designated scribe, Fenner says 
there are times when that distinc- 
tion doesn’t always hold and. he 
doesn’t feel it should.

“I think the thing that’s becom- 
ing clear as we do this, is that 
there’s stuff that’s meant for him 
to sing. There’s no point in taking 
that extra step for me to sing when 
it’s coming from his heart. I think 
he has a very emotive way of 
putting things across.” 

While she’s singing Brown’s 
words, Fenner is an important part 
of the process. 

“Because of the way we live, 
which is very symbiotic, basically 
an idea for a song will start and 
linger and hang around the house 
for a long time.

Of course, that small little bit of 
modernization aside, New Orleans 
doesn’t seem to have changed a heck of a lot since 
Tennessee Williams looked out his second-storey apart- 
ment window and named his 1947 Pulitzer Prize-win- 
| ning play after the rattling public transportation work- 
horse passing below. The city’s Gallic charm, that sense 
of Dixie chivalry and romance and the humid, languid 
nature of this Mississippi port remain as vibrant as 
Williams’ brilliant theatrical story of a romantic south- 
ern woman — Blanche Dubois — staring into the brutal 
face of contemporary America symbolized by her 
loutish brother-in-law — the infamous Stanley 


“Blanche represents a kind of Southern American 
aristocracy that disintegrated in the 20th century,” says 
Seana McKenna, the acclaimed Canadian actor playing 
the southern belle at the Citadel Theatre's production of 
A Streetcar Named Desire, under the direction of her 
husband Miles Potter. “She has all these ideals, delu- 
sions and hypocrisies all co-existing alongside these 
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War. The fragile Dubois arrives on the doorstep of her 
younger, pregnant sister Stella and her husband Stanley. 
Blanche is fleeing a series of financial and personal 
calamities, including the loss of the family plantation 
Belle Reve. The unrefined Kowalski doesn’t hit-it off 
with Dubois (suspicious of being cheated of his share of 
Belle Reve), and friction between the two builds, with 
Stella caught in the middle. 

“She’s biased, has prejudices and by today’s stan- 
dards is politically incorrect, but Blanche has a big 
heart,” said McKenna, who has played the role twice. 
“She’s a voice that’s crying out for compassion in an 
insensitive world.” 

McKenna notes the play has stood the test of time 
because it addresses relevant issues. “This play’s a med- 
itation on kindness and cruelty, all about people so 
intent on their own survival that they are immune to the 
needs of others,” she says. “It’s a work that appeals to 
people who long for a gentler world.”

onni Massing believes you can 
b: home again. The danger is 
that you might find yourself 

turning into a 16-year-old again. 

“Part of what happens when you 
go home again is that you can fall 
back into old habits,” says the 
author of the Workshop West pro- 
duction of Homesick, running Feb. 
24-March 24 at the Citadel. 

“There's a sense of life being sim- 
pler, a sense of regaining innocence, 
especially if it means a return to 
small-town life. It can be a step 
back to a place where life is easier 
to survive.” 

A product of a rural upbringing, 
Massing set out to explore that 
return to old patterns in Homesick, 
a play about Rhona (played by 
Annette Loiselle), a 32-year-old 
aspiring country and western singer 
who returns home for her grand- 
mother’s funeral, and also to come 
to grips with the shift to the next 
major phase in her life. 

“I specifically chose to set the 
play in those three days between 
the death and the funeral,” said 
Massing, an acclaimed film, TV and 
theatre writer. “It’s a peculiar time 
in a family’s life, especially in a 
small town — the drama of life is 
heightened.” 

Massing was also interested in 
the Buddhist idea of three days 
being required to properly make up 
your mind and reach a decision. In

Homesick the decision is Rhona’s, 
as she must decide what the next 
stage in her life is going to be — 
being both pregnant and saddled 
with Gary, a charming but gam- 
bling-challenged boyfriend played 
by Jeff Page — and what she will or 
will not commit to. 

“The play has these great wild 
swings between the poles,” she 
adds. “A soul leaves, a soul enters. 
It's the cycle of life and death. 
Rhona’s mother Clara (played by 
Sharon Bakker) is dealing with her 
mother’s death and being the next 
in line, while Rhona is dealing with 
moving on and being a mother her- 
self. You have to accept and cope.” 

One of the play’s themes — the 
idea of closure and moving on — 
has a particular resonance for 
Massing. At the beginning of 
February she opened The Aberhart 
Summer on the Citadel’s Maclab 
Stage, a play she’d worked on for 
the past decade, and Homesick 
marks the close of a long-term 
working relationship with David 
Mann, the outgoing Workshop West 
artistic director who's directing 


. 
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Homesick. (That is, when he and 
Page aren’t acting in The Aberhart 
Summer.) Mann, who commis- 
sioned Homesick for Workshop 
West, can’t imagine a better work 
on which to exit. 

“It’s one of the strongest scripts 
I've come across in my time with 
the theatre and one I've been work- 
ing on since the start,” he said. “It’s 
anice bit of closure.”

Mann loves the universality of 
Homesick, confident audiences will 
easily relate to the work. “We're 
firmly grounded in a universal sense 
of family, place and continuity, 
exploring the circle of life, the role 
of fate and destiny, what we pass on 
genetically and what we pass on 
through our parenting skills.

n this age of American Pie and 
pistes, it seems like teen life 

has all been processed and com- 
modified to a point where life imi- 
tates consumer product. Leave it 
to the Swedes to come up with the 
most true-to-life representation of 
adolescent turmoil since, well, 
ever. Imagine Pretty in Pink, 
except Molly Ringwald runs off 
with Ducky instead of that dull 
Andrew McCarthy preppy guy, or 
if My So-Called Life was suddenly 
uncensored. 

This is not the safe, shallow teen 
flick that we are used to. Thirty- 
year-old film-maker Lukas 
Moodysson explains that the prob- 
lem with most films about youth is 
that they are not told according to 
the premises of youth, but rather 
with an adult interpretation of 
youth. Fucking Amd is an attempt 
to make a film about adolescence 
that actually reflects the sexuality, 
drunkenness and emotional tur- 
moil of that age without the sensa- 
tionalism or moralism that 
Hollywood usually feels is neces- 


sary. 

Although Moodysson denies 
using hand-held shots, the influ- 
ence of Dogma 95 — a manifesto 
conceived by Scandinavian direc- 
tors to use more naturalistic film- 
ing techniques — is apparent. The 
director uses documentary style 
close-ups and zooms into faces lib- 
erally. While this style is often dis- 
tressing to most viewers, it works 
especially well in this context, 
bringing a warmth to an often 
voyeuristic medium. Like teenage 
life, things seem conformist and 
uniform until you look closer at 
each individual. 

This is the story of Agnes 
(Rebecca Liljeberg), a lonely 
young dyke in the small town of

In the end, 
though, it is her own internalized 
homophobia she has to deal with 
Agnes, on the other hand, is 
absolutely certain about her sexu 
ality and is convinced that she'll 
never be happy because of it 
Maybe this wouldn't be such a 
problem if they lived in Stockholm, 
where things aren’t always years 
behind the times. 

Teenage life apparently is identi- 
cal wherever you go — the same 
logos, the same big shoes, cell- 
phones, Morrissey posters (!), 
raves, hockey playing boyfriends. 
Unlike fashion obsessed movies 
like She's All That or Down To You 
or anything else starring Freddie 
Prinze Jr., this film is not afraid to 
show signifiers of youth other than 
the clothes — there are the 
screaming mood swings. Parties 
aren’t the be-all definition of fun 
and uncool kids hang out not 
because they are so rebellious, but 
because there is no one else. It’s 
not like, suddenly the geeky girl 
takes off her glasses, and she’s 
beautiful! 

This is the story of those girls 
who don’t consider high school to 
be “the best time of their lives.” Be 
thankful that your life isn’t easy, 
says Agnes’ father, because you'll 
end up being more interesting and 


those other girls are , but in 


25 years they'll be plain, and prob- 
ably housewives with squalling 
kids.

ill Evans practically has a lock on independent 
Bess in this town. Not only is he finalizing 

the schedule for the Local Heroes Film 
Festival, which runs March 31 to April 8 in 
Edmonton, he’s also monopolizing the screen at 
Metro Cinema, where he used to be the program 
director, with the Edmonton début of his own 
short film, The Voyeur. 

The Voyeur, which shows with Andrei 
Tarkovsky’s The Mirror as part of Metro's 
Frameworks series on Thursday, Feb. 24 at 7 p.m., 
is an ultra-condensed riff on the Alain Robbe- 
Grillet novel of the 
same name. Evans was 
a film school ‘student 
when he started work- 
ing on the movie in 
1992. 

“I wanted to try to 
use some of the narra- 
tive techniques (in the 
book). The thing I 
found interesting is 
(Robbe-Grillet) is 
switching between first 
person and third person perspectives. So he sort 
of tells the story over again,” Evans explains. “You 
find out later all this stuff is taking place inside 
someone's brain and I had just gotten out of film

school, so my head was full of such 
things.”

Evans’ reflections on his father’s 
death yielded the poignant short film Look Home- 
ward, but The Voyeur languished in a box for 
three years before Evans returned to shoot the 
final scenes last summer. It was even finished in 
time for inclusion in last fall’s Vancouver Film 
Festival. 

The Voyeur shows with Tarkovsky’s The Mirror 
(Zerkalo, 1983), a film Evans said influenced him 
through its sustained mood and atmosphere and 
through its preoccupation with subjectivity and 
memory.

As Gabriel, Gary Sinise is more 
ferocious and less charismatic 
than usual, and given the amount 
of gym time evident on, his biceps, 
you'd swear it was him who’s been 
in jail. It’s a good thing he’s intimi- 
dating, because he’s assembled for 
the heist the most credulous group 
of criminals around.

Don't just Imagine the Taste — go try it

Jamaican restaurant we were looking for, 
but we hadn't. It was just a little confus- 
ing trying to figure out what streets were 
ng down Jasper on the very lip of 
ands neighborhood. 

e, once ‘you get close, you can't 
miss Imagine the Taste (9008 Jasper Ave.) 
since the restaurant is painted in the bright 
primary colors featured on the Jamaican flag. 
That and a jaunty wood-shingled roof set the 
little eatery off from the rest of the older, 
nondescript strip mall it anchors 

When I say small, I mean small. The first 
thing we notice upon entering the cozy 
restaurant is there are only six tables in total 
(two smoking tables sitting in a small room 
added on to the older strip-mall structure), 
and five stools hugging an interior wall. The

| had a hankering for Jerk Chicken ever 
since I heard about Imagine the Taste, which 
is what I promptly order. I quite like Jerk 
Chicken and realized the other day that I 
haven’t had the dish in a decade since I 


moved back to Edmonton from Toronto — 
something I must fix. Well, actually I decide 


to order the combo dish: Jerk Chicken and 
Curry Goat with a side of Rice and Beans and 
a side salad. I also order the Reggae Punch. 
Ray has the whole Red Snapper and goes all 
boring, ordering a Coke with the dish. 
Halfway through my dish though, I realize 
that Ray was the wiser of the two of us. Not 
only was his snapper milder than my combo, 
the Reggae Punch — a tasty Peanut-based 
punch made with condensed milk laced with 
spices — didn’t go far enough to soothe my 
palate. Ahhh well, live and learn. I wave the 
server down and order a Coke for myself. 


The combo was a definite keeper as an 
entrée, the chicken a good contrast to the 
goat, and while not firehouse hot, the dish 
was certainly tangy and accumulated in heat 

you ate. My only complaint was the side 
salad was a bit too boring — iceberg lettuce 
with bottled Italian dressing — and not very 
Jamaican. Next time I'll go for a soup instead. 

Even though the entrées were plenty big, 
the Rum Cake and Sweet Potato Pudding on 
the menu were far too enticing, so Ray 
ordered the cake and I the pudding. Once 
again I came to see the wisdom in Ray’s 
choice. 

The Rum Cake is a sweet, dense fruitcake 
and a real culinary treat. A wonderful end to 
a wonderful meal for Ray.
